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Bohn Rolls Up Enduro National

HOUGHTON LAKE, MICH., Sept. 
11-12, 1971 — Ron Bohn, Husky rider 
from Pittsburgh, Pa., all but clinched his 
drive for the AMA National Enduro 
Championship this weekend by winning 
his second consecutive Jack Pine 
sweepstakes. Ron’s score for the 
two-day 400-mile championship run was 
a remarkable 980 points. 

Second overall in the event was Ray 
Kussmaul, a Michigan rider who scored 
973 pomts on a Penton. Ray will receive 
the Class A championship trophy. 
Taking the Class B championship was 
Gary Fountain, riding a Yamaha 250. 

Good news for Greeves: Les Grable, 
riding a new Pathfinder, won the

Flyweight Class trophy with 962 points. 
The lightweight trophy went to Dave 
Donn, a “B” Husky rider. Donn tied for 
fourth overall with Ed Schmitt, another 
Husky rider. Ed won the mediumweight 
trophy, and with it a big boost in the 
National Enduro championship. Ranked 
about seventh before Jack Pine, he will 
now be in second or third place. Bob 
Fusan who was in contention jfor the 
championship, dropped out of the Jack 
Pine on the first day with a flat tire, and 
he isprobably now out of contention for 
the National Enduro Championship. 

The run was quite difficult this year 
with intermittent rain adding to the 
problems. 


Rayborn Wins Gold Cup

ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, ILL., Sept. 
10, 1971 — The Yamaha Gold Cup 
came to Arlington Park Race Track 
Friday night, preceeded by a massive 
publicity campaign and the tantalizing 
offer of $15,000 in prize money. The 
big chunk, $4,000, went ‘to Cal 
Rayborn, who seems to be getting 
invincible on the mile tracks. 

Over 22,000 fans turned out for the 
“Tron-Horse” races, the largest crowd 
ever at an Illinois motorcycle event. 
Although the use of calcium chloride 
was prohibited, the dust problem never 
became critica. Heavy watering and 
Chicago humidity combined to keep the 
track surface in dencetn shape. 

Dave Sehl, Bart Markel and Cal 
Rayborn each won heat races. Rayborn 
clocked the fastest heat a 6:03.84. 

Carl LeBlanc and Ken Roberts again 
took first in the two Junior heats. 
LeBlanc went on to win the Junior final 
by a convincing margin, followed by Bill 
Morgan (Tri) and Roberts. 

Rayborn won the Trophy Dash. Sehl 
finished second followed by Darr, 
Markel and Romero. Dick Mann 
grabbed the flag in the Expert semi; Jim 
Odom was second. Also earning 
transfers were John Hateley and Dave 
Hansen. 

The Expert Final saw Larry Darr, 
Dave Sehl and Ronnie Rall fighting for 
the lead in the early laps. Rabyorn later 
admitted he was having trouble with the 
tack at first, but soon found the goove 
and began pulling through traffic. 

Jim Odom was less fortunate. 
Nearling the halfway mark. Odom was 
harging hard when he got caught in 
someone’s roostertail coming out of the 
second turn. He drifted high on to the 
soft berm near the hay bales where he 
lost it. Odom went over the fence into 
the parking lot, suffering a broken bone 
in his hand, a dislocated shoulder and a 
badly bruised hip. He was scheduled to 
be released from the hospital Monday. 

Engine’ problems sidelined Markel, 
Romero and Mann. Darr’ motor 
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seemed to go sour and he dropped off 
the pace, finishing eighth. Ronnie Rall 
and Chuck Palmgren both pushed hard 
to catch Rayborn, but it was the third 
mile in a row for Cal, who won the 
meets at Indianapolis and Livonia. 
Calvin was probably thinking about the 
possibility of making it four at the 
Nazareth National -on Sunday, but 
heavy rains forced the postponement of 
the event.

Bast Wins Cal Speedway Title

BAKERSFIELD, CAL., Sept. 11, 1971 
— For the third consecutive year, 
19-year-old Steve Bast brought home 
the bucks, the trophy and the California 
State Class ‘A’ Speedway Championship 
title tonight in a perfect five wins for 
five starts sweep. This year once again 
the title was in doubt until the (almost) 
last race of the night. 

The Champion had to be either Steve, 
or United States Champion Ricks 
Woods, as both went into this four lap 
sprint with perfect records and 12 point 
scores going for them. Even if one rider 
was third and the other fourth, 


garnering one and zero points 
respectively, the single point would still 
make a Champion as Mike Bast was high 
point man in the pits, sitting on a 12 
point total. However, second and third 
spots were most assuredly very much in 
doubt for, if Bill Cody could snatch a 
win in the final, the three points added 
to his already held nine would move 
him into a tie with Mike. Also, if Cody 
won and either Steve or Rick were last, 
then there would be a three way tie for 
second place and a special four lap 

run-off. 
Steve has never looked better here at 
the Kern County Fairgrounds oval,

Ole Olsen Takes World Crown 


GOTEBORG, SWEDEN, Sept. 10,1971 
— Amidst pomp pagentry and Barnum 
and Bailey circus music, Ole Olsen of 
Denmark became the new Speedway 
Champion of the World. The Ullevi 
(stadium) of. Goteborg holds a crowd of 
52,000 people and not one set or 
standing place was left as the show 
began with flags flying from the eight 
countries represented at this world 
championship race. 

There are many differences in 
speedway racing as we know it in 
America; one of the track being over a 
% mile. It spreads out the riders by the 
first loop. Cinders are still used for the 
track’s preparation. Music is played 
before and after each heat race; no 
vendor is allowed to sell during the race 
— all of which adds to the enthusiasm of 
the Swedish, Danish and English crowd. 

There were 16 riders in all, each 
riding in five different heats, four riders 
in each. As the first ten heats progressed 
it was apparent that the rider first off 
the line had the advantage as they 
stayed in the lead in each case. In the 
11th heat as Leif Enecrona of Sweden 
jumped the rubber band start, taking it 
with him, strange things began to 
happen. They pulled his bike and he 
went up into the official box while the 
crowd was shouting and throwing 
cushions onto the track. In about three 
minutes he returned to the line for the 
restart. An interpreter informed us that 


it is normal for a rider to be excluded 
when he jumps the start but since he did 
not break the rubber band, only pulled 
it loose, a decision was made to let him 
run. With him in this heat was Vladimir 
Jordeer (Soviet), Ray Wilson (England) 
and Ole Olsen (Denmark). Enecrona was 
to finish last for he had failed to turn on 
the gas for the restart, although he did 
no better in any of his heats. 

The 13th heat put Ivan Mauger 
(England), Ole Olsen, Bernt Persson 
(Sweden) and Nigel Boocock (England) 
in what was one of the three closest 
heats of the night with Olsen taking the 
lead from Mauger about 50 yards from 


_the finish. 


When all was done Ole Olsen had 15 
points and was the new Champion with 
Ivan Mauger and Bengt Jansson 
(Sweden) tied for second place. A 
tie-breaker heat was run with Ivan the 
winner of second place. 

As the program was printed and 
announced in Swedish it was impossible 


to tell if the crowd of Swedes were 
unhappy because the championship had 
gone to Denmark or if they were just 
enthusiastic, but everyone ended the 
night of racing by throwing their 
cushions up into the air and out on to 
the track.

Nazareth Mile Track too wet to hold the 
National upon today. Officials tried to 
prepare the track during a lull in the 
rainstorm by having as many vans as 
were available drive around the track. 
But renewed rains forced them to 
reschedule the event for Saturday night, 
Oct. 9, the night before the Undilla 
edition of the AMA Motocross Series.

In the past four or five 
years, this sport has become a dominant 
theme in United States motorcycle 
competition.

The September 19th event 
will pave the way for a points paying 
U.S. G.P. which could spell the 
difference in future World Motocross 
Championship points chases as the 
recent Dutch 500cc Grand Prix did in 
favor of Roger DeCoster and Suzuki. 

Names like Joel Robert, Ake Jonsson, 
Willi Bauer, Heikki Mikkola, Olle 
Pettersson, Sylvain Geboers, 
motorcycles like Suzuki, BSA, Maico, 
Husqvarna, CZ and countires like 
England, Sweden, Germany, Finland, 
Belgium and many others will blend 
together to assure that the first U.S. 
G.P. will be an outstanding landmark in 
American motocross racing. 

However, the U.S. G.P. is just a part 
of a far-reaching, far-out sport, one that 
is truly international in its finest sense. 
How did it attain its present stature? 

Motocross is one of the youngest of 
mechanical sports. because, until 
motorcycles developed proper 
suspension, riding them over house-size 
jumps just wasn’t possible. 

It was just after World War IJ that a 
shrewd French promoter started 
motorcycle races in the Montreuil chalk 
pits just outside Paris. The idea soon 
snowballed with inventive Frenchmen 
scouring the countryside for used army 
motorcycles to turn into cross country 
racers. More fans came, the money grew 
and soon these races were drawing riders 
from England, Belgium and Sweden. 
Recalls Eric Cheney, an early English 
competitor: “Thousands of French 


families used to come out for the day 
with some bread and a couple of bottles . 
of the local wine and get into it body

and soul. We used to make good money 
and supplement it by smuggling butter 
in oil cans from England to France!” 

In 1952 a European championship 
was organized, and won by a massive 
Belgian called Victor LeLoup riding an 
equally massive 350 pound FN 
motorcycle manufactured in Belgium by 
the biggest arms factory in that country. 

Twenty years later there are two 
championship classes for 250 and 500cc 
machines, each taking in twelve Grand 
Prix in twelve different countries. 
Motocross is now big business, having 
developed a new breed of dedicated 
athlete. There is ex-world champion in 
1964-65, Jeff Smith, who is the Johnny 
Unitas of the sport, still competing at 
36 years of age on his factory BSA and 


built like an all-in wrestler. Jeff once’ 


said: “Motorcross isn’t played in kid 
gloves. The successful motocross rider is 
the one who can balance what he is 
prepared to do against what all the 
others are prepared to let him do. 
Motocross,” he concludes, “is a war of 
nerves.” 

World champions are not exclusive to 
the western world. In 1965 a tough 
little Russian named Victor Arbekov 
took away Joel Robert’s first world title 
riding a Czech built CZ. Victor was a 
product of the Soviet sports school, an 
army officer who was awarded the 
coveted Grand Master of Sport award 
for his efforts. But the Soviet school 
brought him down and one winter he 
was over trained and turned up the next 
year looking like a weight lifter with all 
his fire gone. 

Another Iron Curtain champion was 
Paul Friedrichs of East Germany, also in 
the army. Paul was a superman and won 
the 500cc title three years in a row. He 
used to train in the hard winters by 
riding a motorcycle all day without a 


seat so he would be forced to stand up 
and strengthen his legs. As the “guru” 
of the sport, Jeff Smith, said, “To be 
fit, a man must sweat once a day.” 

Apart from the Grand Prix 
championship trail, most of the top 
riders ride by contract at international 
races all over Europe. Most have agents 
working for them and a man such as 
Joel Robert will compete in up to 50 
races a year for which he will be paid 
around $500 starting money plus the 
money. he wins. In motocross-crazy 
Belgium, he and his Suzuki teammate, 
Roger DeCoster, have been known to 
compete in two different events on one 
day, flying backwards and forwards 
between races in a chartered helicopter 
paid for by the promoter. 

Every weekend in Belgium and most 
countries, there are about three 
international motocross races each 
weekend. The international riders race 
two forty minute “motos” with the 
winner being determined as the highest 
placed rider in each race. Therefore it is 
useless for a rider to be a five lap 
wonder, winning the first race but 
crashing in the second, for he goes home 
with nothing. Most top riders pace 
themselves and very often complete the 
last lap of the day as fast as the first. 

The tracks that these riders compete 
on vary infinitely. Most international 
tracks are between a mile and two miles 
in length and must be over natural 
terrain. Many of the Belgian tracks are 
in deep, strength sapping sand that 
develops into giant corrugations as the 
four inch rear “knobby” tires churn it 
up. In France they tend to go for giant 
hills that are so steep that a man cannot 
walk up them, and to stop the whole 
100 foot, 45 degree hill from falling 
down, the cigar smoking promoters 
cover them in wire mesh and then

cement them! In Russia, they use the 
steep rolling hills just outside Moscow 
where riders slide the bike through the 
ploughed up turns at 60 mph in top gear 
in front of a hillside of people — 
198,000 at the last Grand Prix in July. 

In England many of the tracks are 
fast and grassy except for a notorious 
one on the west coast called Hawkstone 
Park. This horror features a hill that is 
so steep, it must be attacked flat out in 
top gear to get enough momentum to 
reach the top. But at the top are some 
foot high boulders that bounce the 
machines from one to the other, and 
when the riders have shot over those, 
there is an equally steep downhill 
descent which very often sees the 
machine beat the riders down! On 
another track there is a 50 foot 
“bombhole” that 90 percent of the 
riders roll into over the edge. But the 
top ten percent launch their machines 
off the top lip of the hole and drop like 
a stone until they hit the bottom, the 
speed cannoning them out the other 
side before the average rider has had 
time to rickle over the edge into the 
hole. 

Five years ago, a tall, lean looking 
Swede called Torsten Hallman came 
over to American to demonstrate a new 
motorcycle as a sales promotion. Like 
most riders, Hallman speaks about four 
languages fluently, and soon the 
four-time world champion had all the 
cycle-buffs at his feet. They just believe 
that a person could cover rough ground 
that fast. The following year he came 
back with several of his teammates from 
Sweden and some English riders. They 
put on exhibition races and the crowds 
flocked to see these supermen. The 


American riders in the meantime, had- 


got the idea, and although far from 
competitive, had at least forsaken the 
up-to-then unbeatable 650cc Triumph 
desert sleds, for European style 
lightweight two-cycle motocross 
machines. 

In 1970 motocross had arrived in the 
U.S., with races being held every 
weekend all over the country. In 
California there are usually two or three 
races every Sunday with anywhere up to 
300 competitors ranging from 
13-year-old school kids wailing around 
on little 100cc machines, to factory 
sponsored riders such as big husky John 
DeSoto on a factory sponsored Suzuki 
400. John has been to Europe, and got 
beaten badly, but all the while the 
American riders are coming closer to the 
Europeans. This fall the American 
Motorcycle Association (AMA) has 
organized a 12-race series that will tour 
the entire country for a total purse of 
$110,000 plus contingency money. The 
first one is the prestigious U.S. Grand 
Prix at Carlsbad Raceway where 15 
riders from Europe will do battle for a 
$15,000 purse while ABC’s Wide World 
of Sport cameras capture this new and 
exciting sport for the rest of the nation 
to see. 

On that day American will see just 
what it is that draws thousands of 
European families and their picnic 
hampers to the motocross races every 
weekend to see these giants among 
athletes wrestle their bucking 
iron-horses over terrain that most 
wouldn’t walk over, for 80 minutes of 
sheer physical violence at over 60 mph. 

Brass bands will thump out the 
National anthems of Belgium, Great 
Britain, Sweden, Germany, Holland, 
Czechoslovakia and Russia, finishing up 
with the Star Spangled Banner. At that 
moment motocross will have really 
arrived as the fans wait to see a Stars 
and Stripes jersey among the other 
international flags, and the riders 
control the butterflies in their nervous 
stomachs, each hoping to be the first 
man to win the U.S. Grand Prix and a 
fist full of dollars.

The situation at the State Capitol is 
momentarily quiet as a result of the 
three-week legislative recess. This gives 
me an opportunity to print a few odds 
and ends of general information to 
motoryclists: 

STANISLAUS NATIONAL FOREST: 
The U.S. Forest Service has extended 
the following request: 

The Stanislaus National Forest is 
receiving heavier recreation use each 
year. In some cases demands by Forest 
visitors and users are in direct conflict. 

Perhaps no facet of recreation use is 
receiving more attention and criticism at 
the present time than off-road vehicle 
use by Forest visitors. In order to 
increase our knowledge of Forest users 
and off-road vehicle use, we are 
encouraging the general public and 
interested groups to contribute 
comments on off-road vehicle use. We 
would like to hear from both those who 
favor use by off-road vehicles and those 
who are opposed to such use. 

We need to obtain specific 
information on the impact off-road 
vehicles have on Forest resources, areas 
of special interest to groups using the 
Forest, and recommendations on 
off-road vehicle travel. Information you 
provide will complement information 
Forest personnel are gathering. While 
statements of opinion are useful, we 
encourage you to be as factual and 
documentary as possible in any response 
you may wish to make. 

This could be the forerunner of 

vehicle restrictions in the Forest. Do 
your part for motorcycling and write 
your comments to: Off-Road Vehicle 
Study Committee, Stanislaus National 
Forest, 175 South Fairview Lane, 
Sonora, CA 95370. 
TAHOE NATIONAL FOREST: The 
Tahoe National Forest is in the process 
of conducting engineering and 
environmental studies in a portion of 
the headwaters of the Middle and South 
Forks of the American River. This area 
lies between Ice Lakes (south of 
Interstate 80 at Soda Springs), and 
French Meadows Reservoir, roughly 18 
to 20 miles to the south. The purpose of 
the study is to evaluate alternative 
routes and design standards for a road 
that would serve this area in order to 
meet National Forest management 
objectives without adversely affecting 
the environment of the area. 

After attending the public hearing on 
this subject, I am thoroughly convinced 
that a two-lane, paved highway will 
absolutely ruin this area. Such a road 
will only benefit the timber industry 
and the owners of the private lands 
through which the road will pass. As far 
as providing a ‘recreational experience’ 
for the public, the construction of a 
highway will prove self-defeating in that 
it will give rise to commercialism and 
destruction of the natural splendor. The 
type of ‘recreational experience’ which 
will be available is the same as you can 
obtain, now, by driving to your 
neighborhood shopping center. 

It is my opinion that the roads which 
presently exist in this area are 
satisfactory, and though somewhat 
difficult to travel, help to add to the 
true ‘recreational experience’ of 
communing with nature; a nature which 
is devoid of mass saturation by the total 
public; a nature which is almost totally 
devoid of commercial enterprise. 

At the present time, this area is used 
extensively by motorcylists. By opening 
the area to easy access by the total 
public, the USFS will be simultaneously 
the door to further criticism of 














motorcycling and demands for off-road 

vehicle restrictions.

There were many other 
unfortunates this heat, the most notable 
being Ake Jonsson whose loose spark 
plug probably cost him the world

victory. 

Full of determination, the team 
headed off for the second start. Right 
away Kenney collided with another 
rider in a deep sandy corner. The 
throttle cable broke off at the twist 
grip, and the team captain retired to the 
pits. Higgins got a good start this moto. 
He was riding hard, according to our 
American supporters in the top ten, 
when the CZ stopped dead. He dragged 
into the pits not too long after Kenney, 
looking pretty dejected. 

In the top ranks Jonsson took an easy 
win over DeCoster, but second place 
was all the Belge needed to win the 
world title. With the checkered flag, the 
Japanese mechanics lifted DeCoster 
from his Suzuki as he was declared 1971 
World Motocross Champion. 

Next AMXT onslaught will be the 
Swiss Grand Prix. Although the title is 
already clinched, this GP ought to offer 
some exciting racing next Sunday. Til 
then — the best from Snowflake.

Department Seminars attended by more 
than 1,000 of the 1,900 automobile and 
motorcycle Honda dealers. These 
Seminars, conducted by William Estay 
and Jesse Crouch of American Honda’s 
Parts Department, covered in detail the 
newly introduced Automatic Ordering 
System (A.O.S.), which was conceived 
by Richard Schoon and developed by 
Estay and Crouch. The A.O.S. is one of 
the most unique parts ordering systems 
ever devised. It uses the most up-to-date 
I.B.M. computer to calculate American 
Honda dealer’s parts order quantities for 
them on a 90-day projected demand 
basis. The Seminars also covered the 
correct method of ordering parts from 
A.H.M., how their parts orders are 
processed by the A.H.M. Parts 
Department and all existing A.H.M. 
Parts Department policies and 
procedures. 

The teaching methods used are group 
participationg along with a generous 
amount of films, slides and other visual 
aids. Crouch said that looking at the 
Seminars from his experience in the 
Parts Department of American Honda, 
“It is impossible to find any basic point 
of policy or procedure that is not 
covered.” 

Estay added, “Seminars will be limed 
to about 30 dealers to achieve complete 
communication. 

“We have now held our Seminars in 
11 major cities and because of the 
interest shown by our dealers, we plan 
to develop a Parts Department training 
center and a continuing program of 
‘in-the-field’ Seminars to be held in 
strategic locations across the United 
States. 

“We’re hoping that a sizable number 
of dealers will send their people to 
future Seminars we are planning,” said 
Estay. “We feel the information gained 
will be very beneficial to them and will 
definitely outweigh the expense of 
both American Honda and our dealers.”

Honda 2x4 After Drag Record

LONG BEACH, CAL., Sept. 4, 1971 — 
Tonight looked to be'a normal night of 
_ racing with the Honda 4’s much in 


evidence along with several Harleys. . 


Then things came unglued. 

First of the dragster class to arrive 
was a few of those strange-looking, long, 
drawn-out bikes used in Gas and Fuel 
dragbike racing. Showing seconds later 
was the Long Beach Honda C/Gasser. 
Things were by now looking to be a 
little more exciting than the normal 
bike brackets. 

Sonny Raslawski and the 
yet-to-be-raced Action F our 
twin-engined eight-cylinder Honda, 
named the Two-By-Four arrived. Sonny 
was riding his small (55-inch) Harley 
that holds some of the fastest Sportster 
times around. The team of Dickenson 
and Hahne needed a place to try out 
their new Honda toy. 

The big Honda had never run on the 
strip before’ so after a few minutes in 
the pits tuning the mammoth 1570cc 
engine it was out for a test. 

The first run went off with the bike 
running poorly on five cylinders. After a 
short search the problem was round to 


be water in the gas. It still pulled a 
respectable 11.38 at 130.81 mph. 

The second and third runs picked up 
considerably to 10.62 and 130.24 mph 
and 10.16 with 136.37 mph. The 
existing record for this class is 9.99. 

The fifth and final run was to be a 
exhibition run against Raslawski’s 
55-incher. The Fueler left the line in a 
cloud of smoke with the Honda right 
there next to him. 


At the end it was the Two-By-Four ` 


and Bill Hahne at an astrounding 9.96 at 


138.67, three hundredths under the 
record. Sonny’s time: 10.38 and 
150.50. 


This bike has made five runs in its 
existence and has already beaten the 
record. According to James Dickenson 
the Honda was made in an unbelievable 
fourteen days. 

In the regulation brackets it was the 
little lady from Bakersfield riding her 
125 Kawasaki to the final against Bill 
Bernard. Bill took the race with the 
Honda 4 putting out a 12.57-107.91 
run. This earned him the Long Beach 
Honda helmet and T-shirt plus the $30 
purse. 





Only a few hours after its completion, the Action Fours twin engine gas drag bike turned a 9.96 


second elapsed time, with a top speed of 138.57 at Lions Drag Stip in Wilmington, Calif. While 
unofficial, this elapsed time is .03 seconds lower than the existing N.H.R.A. Top Gas Motorcycle 
National Record, and is confirmed by Lion’s second set of clocks and a back-up run of 10.16 
seconds.

Driver Bill Hahne confidently predicts elapsed times of 9.50 seconds with top speeds approaching

ALDERGROVE, B.C., CANADA, Sept. 
5, 1971 — The misty woods around this 
little farm town came alive with a roar 
as the Totem M.C. presented the 
Canadian National Motocross 
Championship on_their new track at 
Stampeder Motor Park. Before a crowd 
estimated at over 4,000, a total of 242 
riders from all over Canada, the Western 
United States, and Alaska competed for 
over $2500 in prize money and 
trophies. 

The Canadians’ roughest competition 
came from the Southern California 
A.C.E. Racing team which took firsts in 
three of the eight classes on Sunday and 
went on to win the special Can-Am 
Challenge Race the following day. 

The rugged track, about a mile in 
length, is hacked out of a densely 
wooded area and is entirely rich topsoil 
with lots of rocks. There was a heavy 
rain Saturday night that made the track 
quite muddy, and with the constant

drizzle during the race, it never quite 
dried up. Most of the A.C.E. Team 
thought the track was comparable only 
to the Mammoth Mountain track. 

The 100cc class was dominated by 
Joe Flores Jr. of Anaheim, Calif. on his 
Hodaka. Flores took a first lap lead in 
both the first and second motos, and 
nobody could come near him. He 
crashed on the first turn of the third 
moto, and by the time he could get 
rolling again, was in last place. 
Exhibiting some of the best riding of 
the day, he moved up for a third place 
finish behind Glen McKenzie (Yam) and

teammate Tom Hoyle (Hod), and won 
First Overall. 

A.C.E. Team member Larry Watkins 
rode his DKW to victory in the 125cc 
class. Watkins led all the way to win the 
first moto, but had to battle with 
teammate Bryar Holcomb for the top 
spot in the second. Mechanical problems 
finally forced Holcomb out of the 
running, but Watkins had problems of 
his own. After being hit early in the 
race, he went nearly the enitre race with 
no rear brake. Watkins led most of the 
third moto, but passed the lead to 
teammate John Rice giving Rice third 
overall. Ron Matthews of Ontario, Can., 
took second and the fourth spot was 
won by A.C.E. team member Eddie 
Cole. 

The lead in the 250 Jr. class was 
shared by A.C.E. Team members Joel 
Kyne and Jim MacDonald, both on 
CZ’s, with first finally taken by Joe 
McIntosh of Alberta, Can., on a Husky. 
Kyne took the first moto and placed 
second in the last two motos. He was 
leading the \third but finished second 
after racing the last two laps with a flat 
rear tire. MacDonald didn’t complete all 
three motos, and third place was won 
by Barry Woloshyn (Hus). 

The 250 Sr. class was won by Danny 
Amor of Surry, C.C., (Gre) in a close 
duel with A.C.E.’s Jeff Wecker (CZ). 
Wecker led the first race but fell in the 
fifth lap finishing third behind Amor 
and John Huston, of Edmonton, Can., 
on a GZ. Wecker took first in the final 
two heats, with Amor taking second. 
Since both riders had the same number 
of points, first overall was awarded to 
Amor, who had the fastest lap time. 

Seppo Makinen of Ontario took the 
Open Expert class on his 400 Husky and 
Bob Mutch of Chilliwack finished 
second, also on a 400 Husky. The 
official results listed Rex Turple as 
winning third, but Rex said it was 
impossible. Another major scoring error 
was made earlier when Eddie Cole 
wasn’t listed in the 125cc class winners. 
A protest was filed and Cole was 
awarded the fourth place title he had 
earned. 

Bruce Lockwood of Juneau, Alaska, 
overall winner of last year’s race, 
finished eighth in the Open Expert class. 
He and the A.C.E. team hit it off so well 
that Bruce cancelled his plans to fly 
back to’ Alaska and rode down to 
Southern California with the team. Fans 
should be able to see Alaska’s number 
one rider racing at Indian Dunes and 
some of the other local tracks in the 
next few weeks. 

The Bardahl Trophy, awarded to the 
best rider of the championship, was won 
by Ron Keys and Seppo Makinen. They 
were so close together that the Bardahl 
people decided to call it a tie.

through the clouds during practice and 
stayed around for most of the day. An 
occasional sprinkle kept the track moist, 
and it didn’t start getting dusty until 
late in the day. The Main Events of the 
day were the Can-Am Challenge race 
and the Can—Am Old Timers.

The Canadian team for the Can-Am 
Challenge consisted of seven riders, each 
the top qualifier in his class in the 
Totem Invitational Series, held by the 
Totem M.C. The American team was 
made up of the top winners in each class 
of six race Can-Am Qualifying series 
held at Indian Dunes Motorcycle Park in 
Valencia, Calif. Ernie Alexander of 
A.C.E, (Alexander-Conrad Enterprises, 
race promoters at Indian Dunes) paid all 
expenses for the eight rider team to 
come up to Canada. The team was also 
sponsored by Torco Oil, California 
Helmets, John R. Leathers, J.C. 
Distributors, and Indian Dunes. In 
addition to the winning riders on the 
team, a few other local riders made the 
trip at their own expense. 

The Old Timers race got under way 
with a four rider American team racing 
a five rider Canadian team. The 
Americans were Tom Hoyle on a 100 
Hodaka, Ed Poore on a 250 Bultaco, 
Don Withers on a 400 Husky, and Dick 
Foulan on a 200 Maico. The Canadians 
were Dick Shannon on a 380 CZ, Dave 
Wildman on a 450 Ducati, Rex Turple 
on a 400 Husky, Ridi Zacsko on a 360 
CZ, and Vern Amor. Although the 
Americans put up a valiant effort, the 
Canadians were just too strong for them 
and went on to win the trophy. 

The Canadian team for the Can-Am 
challenge was made up with Glen 
MacKenzie in the 100cc class, Joe 
McIntosh in the 125 Jr., Led Szmek in 
125 Ex., Robbin Dawe in 250 Jr., Bob

Upholdinng 
the disqualification brought the 
Greyhounds praise from the riders who 
had fought the sandy whoop-de-doos 
for an earned trophy. 

The Greyhounds will again hold a 
Ponderosa Hare Scrambles 
Championship Saturday and Sunday, 
October 2 and 3. Riders will go five 
times around the nine-mile course.

Racing for the AMA, reports that all 
riders who intend to ride in the 
International class of the upcoming 
series must have an FIM license, since 
that class is FIM sanctioned. 

Those who wish to ride the National 
support class need only have an AMA 
professional license, he adds. ‘The only 
deviation from this will be the event 
held in Canada in which the support 
riders must have a CMA (Canadian 
Motorcycle Assn.) professional license.” 

If a rider wishes to apply for an FIM 
license, he whould send in his 
application to the AMA home office in 
Worthington; Ohio and, if he hasn’t 
raced in any or only a few AMA events, 
he should enclose a summary of: his 
experience while competing with other 
sanctioning groups such as the ACA, 
CMG, etc.

The Open Flat-track Dash followed. 
This time Scott beat Barker to the first 
turn and led after one lap. The second 
time the riders went into the back 
straight, Barker suddenly shot past 
Scott. Barker held off Scott the rest of 
the way for his second win. 

The Open TT Main Event was close 
for about a lap and a half. Then Scott 
pulled away from Barker to win by the 
length of the straightaway. 

Barker led for the first three laps of 
the Open Flat-track Main, but Scott 
slipped past him on the first turn and 
spent the final nine rounds lapping 
slower riders. Barker held on to finish 
second and Ward Ring was third. 

The 250 events were all Scott from 
start to finish. This was most evident in 
the first TT heat when Scott took the 
checkered flag while all of the other 


. riders were still in the switch-back. 


Scott finished ahead of Sal Peluso, 
Jim Brockman, and Larry Collie in the 
250 Flat-track Trophy Dash. Then he 
beat Brockman and Collie in the TT 
dash. 

Brockman was running second to 
Scott in the 250 TT Main Event when 
his rear tire went flat on the final lap. 
Carl Byers finished second and Collie 
was third. 

Peluso did some excellent riding in 
the 250 Flat-track Main. He worked his 
way up from the back half of the pack 
to nip Brockman at the flag and finish 
second behind Scott, who led all the 
way. 

In 125cc competition, Brockman 
won the TT Main Event. Earl Roloff 
was second and Mike O’Connor of 


Anchorage, Alaska, was third. Bob 
Hartley won the Flat-track event, 
followed by Roloff, and Chuck

There was a report last week about a 
motocross up in Fremont where the 
promoters did not have enough money 
to pay the advertised purse. We'd like to 
report that some riders were pleasantly 
surprised to receive an extra check in 
the mail after the race bringing the 
pay-off closer to what was advertised. 

We've said before that not all 
promoters who throw un-sanctioned 
events throw bad ones, whether they be 
for a purse or trophies. The majority of 
them are honest. But they are 
promoting to make some money 
themselves, too, and how much they 
want to make determines whether you 
as a rider are going to get had too or 
not. Should you ever feel you’ve been 
had, just spread the word and don’t go 
to another event thrown by said 
promoter unless there is some kind of 
guarantee. Because racing is so much 
fun, racers will enter a race run 
anywhere, under appalling conditions, 
just to ride, not realizing they are 
encouraging the promoter to squeeze 
every last dime out of them. 

This is one reason the AMA has been 
so strongly against its members riding 
unsanctioned events throughout the 
years because they don’t want their 
people hurt either financially or 
physically, and when a promoter 
advertises a purse, the District referee 
sees to it that the money for that purse 
is guaranteed and in the bank before the 
event is run. No chance of a split over 
the back fence with the gate receipts 
before the main is run that way! 

We’ve just received the cute poster 
from the Sunland Shamrocks for their 
hare ‘n’ hound and noticed the club has 
elected, as per District rules, to have the 
trail bike Novices only go one loop. 
Sounds a bit unfair that when this is 
done there is no reduction in entry fee 
for that one loop only. The big boys get 
to go the full route while the Novice 
pays the same $4.25 and only gets one 
loop. Maybe a lot of them could only 
survive one loop, but still.....! 

Hope you enjoyed the Talladega race 
on KBIG. Bryon Farnsworth sure did a 
great job in explaining clearly what was 
going on and what the track looked like. 
I think all of us have suffered through 
listening to announcers who make a 
gallant effort but louse it up through 
not knowing enough about what they 
are seeing or for not having been out 
there themselves. Don’t forget the 
motocross will be broadcast by them 
from Carlsbad. Wouldn’t you just love 
to hear Howard Cosell make a stab at 
reporting that one? 

It’s all been said by now how great 
Yvon DuHamel’s ride was, trying to gain 
that precious time for the extra pit stop. 
Wonder if he’d like to give Mark 
Donahue a few pointers about watching 
pit signals and thinking about gas while 
going at it. Our local paper put my back 
up a bit by reporting that no one will 
remember the ‘71 Ontario 500 as the 
race Joe Leonard won but the one 
Donahue lost.

In the last heat, Bailey came across first, 
with Graham in second, and Hicks right 
on Graham’s rear wheel and still 
fighting. 

The second moto was Bailey’s 
without doubt. He was up and away off 
the start, and did not even have to 


worry about the second place runner. 
Bailey was apparently tired of playing, 
and juiced his Bul onward, leaving only 
dust behind. Graham had a relatively 
good start in this moto, but was soon 
overcome by Hicks, then several others 
managed to get around Grham as the 
moto continued. It seemed as though 
Bob had just lost his will to win, and 
only managed a fourth place finish in 
the final moto, ver unlike his previous 
moto. Hicks rode an outstanding moto, 
but was later disqualified for supposedly 
cutting the course, thus putting him out 
of contention altogether. 

Steve Hackney stormed the 175 
Experts with his new Penton. The only 
person who came close to Stevie 
Wonder was Steve Stackable. Hackney 
was so far out front, the dust from his 
Penton had already settled before the 
second place runnner came around. 
Hackney’s style is very close to that of 
Robi Holbert, although he is not quite 
as flashy. Like Holbert, Hackney has 
that endency to spring back after a 
bobble, and can regain his balance 
quickly, enabling him to ride like the 
wind. 

The Novices and Intermediates were 
their usual selves — crashing and 
burning. Ed Robbins (Hus) was at it 
again. He just couldn’t wait for the 
sandy straight so he could cross it up 
and crash — several times. 

After the races, during the trophy 
presentation, Gary made a very nice 
speech, which was greatly appreciated 
by riders and spectators alike. Houston 
thinks Gary Bailey is pretty special, and 
it was good to hear him come across 
with a few remarks. 


Saturday night, riders were up and 
ready to go at what should have been 
dawn. Daylight was delayed an hour, 
however, by a thunderstorm. At least 
there was no dust on the first part and 
temperatures throughout the day were 
bearable. : 

At 7:30 the riders were off. Preston 
Gerber held a comfortable lead 
throughout the first leg. At the relay 
point he handed his pounch and a 15 
minute lead to pardner Bill Silverthorne. 
Jerry Davis was second into the relay 
station, giving his pouch to Dale Blood, 
Five minutes later, Steve Burgess passed 
the mail to Don Fuller. Don was third 
out of the relay station, but first into 


the next gas check — by an unbelievable _ 


30 minutes. He was really hauling the 
mail. Dale Blood, meanwhile, - was 
catching up with Silverthorne, but there 
was no catching Fuller, who beat the 
race officials to the finish. A pair of 
mangled rear shocks slowed Silverthorne 
enough for the Davis-Blood team to 
snatch second overall and first 250, but 
the Gerber-Silverthorne team managed 
to keep third overall. 

Riders straggled in all afternoon. Max 
Switzer rode the whole race alone, 
finishing sixth or seventh. The first 
small bike, a 100, came in almost three 
hours after Fuller. The spirit of the 
Pony Express lived on. One rider rode 
into’ the relay point on a tireless, 
tubeless, very mangled front rim. 
Another rider’s mount broke down two 
miles from the relay station. A two-mile 
run, lope, and wheezing walk followed, 
but the mail still went through. 

Overall, the race was a qualified 
success. The turnout was small — about 
35 teams — so it wasn’t a financial 
success. The necessary groundwork was 
done and cooperation was obtained 
from the BLM, the Tooele County Jeep 
Posse, and the Highway Patrol. In 
addition, the Utah Travel Council 
helped sponsor the race. The image of 
motorcycling was definitely given a 
boost. Except for some mix-ups with 
gas, the race was efficiently run. The 
CMC-Utah crew running the race had no 
experience with desert races however, 
and this caused some problems. The 
course was not marked — at all. Only 
the checks were marked with white 
helium balloons, which unfortunately 
matched the clouds. Riders were given 
maps, and the checkers gave general 
directions at each stop, but of course 
many riders got lost. The local riders 
familiar with the area had a tremendous 
and unnecessary advantage. Some 
problems also arose about which roads 
were legal and which weren’t. Tune in 
again next year. If the problems can be 
solved then the Pony Express 200 can 
take its place among the other big 
off-road races.

Coming out of the first turn, while 
still crossed up, Rick caught a whole 
bunch of unexpected traction and did a 
gigantic wheelie, then fell directly in 
front of Dave. Dave, with nowhere to 
go, reacted instantly and did a masterful 
job of laying his machine down to avoid 
the fallen Woods. 

Promoter Digger Helm and announcer 
Bruce Flanders came to the starting gate 
in a special match race that was billed as 
the race of the century. Some wits had 
different ideas, as one quipped, ‘This is 
really going to be great, a part time 
second division rider and a has-been 
class C rider.” Nevertheless, the race 
went on as planned and Digger charged 
right out into the lead and held off 
“Thurd” in classic clàss C short track 
form. 

The race was originally scheduled for 
two laps but the crowd wouldn’t go for 
that and yelled until they got both 
riders to agree to a four lap match. 
Perhaps Digger should have stood firm 
for two laps as he held the lead until the 
third lap when ‘ol Thurd’ moved around 
and into the lead which he held to the 
checkered. A sight both riders were very 
happy to see, as both were more than a 
bit winded.

MARKETING MINI-CYCLES 

United States District Judge, W. 
Arthur Garrity, Jr., has issued a 
preliminary injunction in Federal 
District Court in Boston, Mass., which 
prohibits Bombardier, Ltd. of Valcourt, 
Quebec, Canada from “selling, offering 
to sell, or otherwise marketing’ the 
mini-cycles which Bombardier is 
presently marketing through its 
dealership network in the United States 
and Canada and which have been 
manufactured by Agrati-Garelli, S.P.A., 
of Monticello, Italy. 

The court granted the injunction in a 
suit brought by Engine Specialties, Inc., 
of Croydon, Pa., distributor of Broncco 
Mini-Cycles. Bombardier is the 
manufacturer of Ski-Doo Snowmobiles, 
the largest selling snowmobile in the 
world, It had recently entered the 
growing mini-cycle market. 

Engine Specialties alleged 
Bombardier intentionally caused 
Agrati-Garelli, formerly the 
manufacturer of Engine Specialties’ 
Broncco Mini-Cycles, to terminate and 
breach its contract ‘with Engine 
Specialties. Engine Specialties’ contract 
with  Agrati-Garelli provided that 
Agrati-Garelli would manufacture -and 
sell Broncco Mini-Cycles exclusively to 
Engine Specialties and that 
Agrati-Garelli would not sell Broncco 
Mini-Cycles to anyone else for re-sale in 
North American for a period of two

years after the termination of the 
contract. 
The court found that “Since

Motocrossers who came to the 
Camarillo Valley to beat the heat got a 
big surprise at Bay Mare today.
